DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance. The election of species 
requirement in the Office action mailed on 8/13/03 has been withdrawn since the 
allowed claims include independent claims directed toward a clip with connected arms 
(as seen in at least independent claim 1) and a clip with unconnected arms (as seen at 
least claim 34). 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or render the medical method comprising, 
inter alia, the steps of advancing a clip over folded body tissue, the clip comprising two 
substantially parallel arms each having a respective piercing portion, such that the body 
tissue is located between the two arms, wherein each of the piercing portions being

non-perpendicular to the respective associated one of the arms before being bent; and 
subsequently bending the piercing portion of at least one of the two arms, wherein the 
two arms remain substantially parallel throughout the time the piercing portion of at least 
one arm is bent.
